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VALEDICTORY SPEECH

Good evening Miss Chairperson, ladies and gentlemen, honoured guests, workers of the world, Mr, Nichol, Chris, 
Chris, Dave, Barb, Shaunie, Laurie, Miss Hansen, members of the teaching staff, members of the class of '75 and 
Mom and Dad.
